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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's amendment filed on November 05, 2010. 
Claims 2-26 were canceled. 

Claims 27-51 were added; Thus, claims 1 and 27-51 are presented for 
examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 27-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is not understood how the shutter #2 can be pivoted for setting a pivot area 
#1 5 of the air outflow vent #1 such that a direction of the air stream is set an area. In 
figure 6a, shutter #2 appears to show a plurality of concentric outlet opening #2.1 ; thus, 
it is not understood how the pivotable shutter #2 be able generate the flow 
characteristics #1 2, #1 3, #1 4, and the pivot area #1 5 as shown in Fig. 6a, and 
described in the specification, page 15, lines 27-30. The shutter #2 is not shown with 
any "louvers" or "structure" which can be pivoted to control the concentric outlet 
openings #2.1 in order to achieve the flow characteristics #12, #13, #14, and the pivot 
area #1 5 as shown in Fig. 6a . Thus, it would take one skilled in the art undue 
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experimentation to figure out the structure of the shutter #2 to arrive at the flow 
characteristics set forth in the disclosed invention. The first embodiment shown in Figs. 
4a-4B suffers the same lack of enablement issue described above. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 27-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Due to the above 1 1 2 1 st lack of enablement rejection above, claims 1 and 27-51 
are indefinite because the scope of the claims are unascertainable. Specifically, the 
specific limitations of "to set a pivot area ... of the outlet opening" are not understood 
and confused. 

Claim rejection under 112 4 th paragraph 

Claims 38-51 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12 4th paragraph, as being an improper 
dependent claim for failing to include all the limitations of the claim upon which it 
depends and for failing to further limit the subject matter of the claim upon which it 
depends. Specifically, claims 38-51 only requires the steps as set forth in the claims and 
does not require actually all structures of claim 1 . Applicant should consider amending 
claim 38 so that it does not include any reference to claim 1 . As the Federal Circuit 
treats non-compliance with 35 USC 1 12 4th paragraph as a patentability issue, it is 
considered more appropriate to treat a claim that does not comply with 35 USC 1 1 2 4th 
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paragraph by rejecting the claim under 35 USC 1 12 4th rather than by objecting to such 
claim under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as provided for in MPEP 608.01 (n)(l I). See Pfizer Inc. v. 
Ranbaxy Labs., Ltd., 457 F.3d 1284, 1291-92 (Fed. Cir. 2006). 

No Art Rejection 

Regarding to claims 1 and 27-51 , normally a claim which fails to comply with the first 
and/or second paragraphs of § 1 12 will not be analyzed as to whether it is patentable 
over the prior art since to do so would of necessity require speculation with regard to the 
meets and bounds of the claimed subject matter, In re Steele, 308 F .2d 859, 862-63, 
134 USPQ 292, (CCPA 1962) and In re Wilson, 424 F .2d 1382, 1385 496 USPQ 494, 
496 (CCPA 1970). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 27-51 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
